would be a back number, while wire- 
less telegraphy would be a success. 
In addition to all this, medicine 
would give way to surgery and diet, 
if not during the year, at least in a 
comparatively short time. His New 
Year's prediction was full of piom- 
ise for the scientists and the people. 


"I look for a wonderful year," said 


the wizard as he surveyed his sur- 
roundings. "There is more activity 
in science than there has ever been 
before, more men are working on big 
projects and great discoveries would 
be only natural. 


BATTERY DOOMS HOUSES, 
'For niyself,my storage battery, on 


which I have worked for four years, 
will be put on the market in Janu- 
ary. It solves the traction problem 
and its introduction means that the 
horse will have to go. 


"I expect to give up practical in- 


vention for two years, I am going 
to experiment—going to delve in 
some problems that I have put by 
for an idle time—and for once am 
going to work without having the 
production of a commercial commod- 
ity in view. I am going into the by- 
ways of science. I prefer not to say 
what my experiments will be. Yes, 
trying to get electricity direct from 
coal is one of them, 


CONFIDENCE IN MARCONI. 
"The wireless telegraph I assuredly 


expect to see perfected for commer- 
cial purposes—if not fully so in 1903, 
at least advanced toward that end. 
The right kind of man is working on 
it, a practical man, an earnest man, 
and I have confidence in him. As to 
the objection that messages may be 
tapped—fhfet's as far as the objectors 
can see now. That may be true to- 
night; tomorrow it may be different. 


"I'm not interested in the flying 


machine. I could never see any com- 
mercial use for it. I have never had 
time to read much about it. 


"I expect to see electricity supplant 


steam as a motive power* In fifteen 
years electricity will be the railway 
motive power—1903 will advance it 
in that direction. 


AN ERA OF SURGERY. 


"Nineteen hundred and three will 


bring great advances in surgery, in 
the study of bacteria, in the knowl- 
edge of the cause and prevention of 
disease.

In con- 
clusion, King Edward said: 


[I> renew the assurances of my re- 


gard for the liberties of the Indian 
people; of my respect for their digni* 
ies and rights; of my interest in 
;helr advancement and of my devo- 
tion to their welfare. Those are the 
tupreme aims and objects of my rule, 
which, under the blessing of Al- 
mighty God, will lead to the increas- 
ng prosperity of my Indian empire 
and to the greater happiness of its 
people." 


As the viceroy finished reading the 


king's words the assembled people 
broke into cheers for the king and 
smperor. The cheering was taken up 
by the multitude outside the amphi- 
theater and was long sustained. 


There then followed the presenta- 


tion of Indian princes to the viceroy 
and the duke of Connaught, and po- 
Itical officers paid homage to the 
sovereign. This ended the ceremony 
and the royal cortege then left the 
arena, followed by the delegates from 
foreign powers and 
the „ Indian 


princes. 


THE DAY WAS BRILLIANT. 
The whole ceremony was favored 


with brilliant sunshine. 


Lady Curzon was dressed in pale 


blue chiffon, trimmed with passe- 
menterie. She wore a flower hat. 
Lord Curzon-was in full poH&cal uni- 
form, with cocked hat.
